^udent at Hot Springs telograpna the 
following : 

Hor Spkings, Sopt. l.—Eti-ila Gorge, a 
remantic, wild-loi)kin^ recess in tlio foot 
hills of tlio Caaciidea, on llio Ciiaondo 
diviBioii of the Northern Paciiic vailroud, 
•0 miles from Taooma and 12 miles from 
khia villago, was the scono of a frightful 
diaaster on the rail at 5:15 this afternoon. 

The disaster was ouo of tho most 
Rerious evsr experienced on tho Northern 
Paciiic. By it two passengers will, it is 
thought, IcB) tlieir lives and over a dozen 
»oro RufTor from injuricH of a more or 
leas ferioLis iiiitiiro. 

At thu hoiu- iiainod passenger train No. 
2, tho rc;;ular east-bound overhnul 
" fl^ tr," whicii left Tacoma nt 2:f)U 
•'clook this uftornoon, was speeding past 
Biigle Gorge. From the station the roiul 
takes a decline, a distance of about thien 
ai'd OMO half miles to a eiirve. 

Down the gnuU; s|)(h1 tlio bi^ train fil- 
led \Yitli Its living bunion. Two engines 
laulcd the train ; (jho of them, tl.o big 
"decapod," used in helping trains over 
the grade, tho other No. 122. a nevi 
Baldwin. 

Just as tho "decapod" reached tlio 
««r7o there came au awful crasii. A mil 
bud broken. Over a ITi foot enibimk- 
jnent tinnb'.od the big eiiyino, Ko. 102, 
and every c:ir in the train save the sleep- 
ing coaciL 

Tho seeiio that followed beggars des- 
ciiptioii. Amid tho roaring of escaping 
■team from the prostrated locomotives 
irerominijlud the yells, alirieks and groans 
of tho jiasaeiigors iu the care that lay 
topjiled over, some on their sides, others 
piled over c;ich other at tho foot of the 
embankment. 

Tho frightened iiasaongers in the tleep- 
ars hurried from their ear tn the truck to 
ind Eiigiueer Green and his lireniaii, of 
locomotive No. 102, alive and working 
heroically to release the imprisoned pas- 
aengprs, 

K l)e' tor idea of their terrible eiluaiion 
lAay bo had from tho following : Train 
l-fo, 2 comprised lir.st the big decapod eii- 
guic, the regular train loci.)!iiotiv'f, a com- 
bination baggago and express car, UrCi 
tourists (oiiiigrant) coaches, two first- 
class day couches, the dining car " Carlo- 
ton," and a Pullman sleeping car, the 
tniiii being iiindo up in the order given. 

When the decapod left tho track it 
tore tho broken rail for adistance of near- 
ly twenty feet, completely derailing tiie 
ti'ain engine, which toppled over on top 
«f tho decapod, dragging behiiul it 
tTory car in the train, save the .sleeper. 

One by one these cars were hurled to 
thu foot of tho embankment,tho tirst four 
with force enough tu hurl tho othera on 
top of thcni. 

Wrecked completo'y, they lay in the 
ditch with their life load. A strung force 
of men at ouce went to the rescue of their 
unfortunate follow passengers. Conduc- 
tor Perry of the ill-fated train and En- 
gineer Green led the rescuers. 

Tho first car reached was the ooinbina- 
tion baggage and express. Its occupants, 
locked inside, could bo heard calling for 
help. The car was speedily broken open 
and all released. None were other tlian 
slightly bruised, and they at once rein- 
forced the rescuers. In tho baggage cars 
nobody was f 'Und injured badly enough 
to preclude their aiduig the life .saver.s. 

When tlm tirst touri.st car wa.s reached 
n diliiculty was experienced in opening it, 
but, urged on by the cries of tho.se inside, 
the work was at last accomplished. 

.Just inside the door lay George E. 
Purple, tho porter of the car. He was 
badly hurt, and tender hands carried 
l»im to a place of safety. 

One by one tho passengers were lieljied 
out, all inoro or less bruised, some ser- 
iously, but it is believed none fatally 
hurt. When the day coacKos were reached 
the frightful condition of af&ira was more 
strongly revealed. Tho first coach lay 
under the aceond, the latter having fallen 
nearly aeniiH it. Tiie ])a.s.=<enger.'i of the 
upper coach were lir.-it reai.'iUHl, and thou 
work on tho lower one was begun. Tho 
groans of tho woundi;d iii'both wi-ie heart- 
rending. From the lower coach were 
brought out two pa.^sBiigers surely doomed 
to die. They were B. F. Young, umpire 
of the Pacido Northwest baseball league, 
and an unfortunate who, when asked his 
name, could make audible only the gur- 
ulin;,' reply, "Kei)pl"r." The two uiiii 
were eariieil. up cm the emb.ankiiiciif and 
made us cDiufdrt.able aa the surroundings 
or the terrible n.ature of their injuries 
would admit. 

When tho work of rescue was com- 
pleted and the rescued gathered together, 
fii.,'htonod and forlorn, upon the embank- 
ment from which tho train had been 
hurled, y<iiir correapondeiit went among 
tlicni gatlioring names and addresses. 

While the work of rescuing the passen- 
gers progressed a messenger was making 
»11 speed back tu Eagle Gorge station. 
When the train went over tho bank a 
telegraph polo Vfrts felled by one of the 
oiTB. and the lino w.is gnmnded. .Arrived 
jit Eagle Gorge, the uieKsenger tele- 
gra[)hed to head<|uarters at 'raeoma. 

The dispatch notilied Su[iei'intendc'nt 
McCal)0 of tlie di.sastur, and naked that 
Burgeons bo sent to care for the wounded 
And a wrecker to clear the track. 

In respon.so to this request word was 
sent that a special carrying live surgeons 
wiiuld leave immediately for tho wreck, 
nnd that wrecking apparatus would alao 
be br light along. 

The wiMinded were made as cmnfort- 
nble as ]jiiSKible in the sleeping ear, its 
occupants chnerfully deserting it to make 
room for tlieni. 

At tiiis juncture your correspondent 
loft tho scene for the village, traversing 
tho intervening 12 miles on a hand car. 
Hero was found tho regular west bound 
pnssongor tiMin, duo at Tacoma at 10:1)0 
o'clock to night. 

Word had been wired, tolling of tho 
disiiater to tho ill-fated No. 2, and order- 
ing tho west-bound to remain at the 
springs peuding orders,

A MAilUOTH CBAME. 

OuA cf Itbe Finest Pieces of UaeblQerj tlio 
Government Owns. 

W ASillNCTON-, D. 0., Aug. .'U. — The 
largest tfu'eling crane in tho world, whi;'h 
a score of niaehinista nial incehaiiieal engin- 
eers have bueu for ssver.-d weeka aetting up 
in tho gun ahop at the navy yard here, ia 
now in pr.ietical ojieration. While did'ei-- 
ing in miitcrial pointa from anialler travel- 
ing cranes which have been in use in ord- 
nance shops, it is constructed on the siinie 
general principles. 

It has a lifting capacity of 110 tons, und 
tests made a few days ago, iu tho presence 
of the secretary of war and navy and other 

fjverument officials, were very satisfactory, 
or the purpose of testing the ponderous 
machine to the full capacity agreed upon in 
the contr.act for its construction, 1 10 tons of 
pig iron wore piled upon a platform of im- 
mense logs or beams, securely fastened to- 
gether with tho largest chains in use at the 
ordnmce shops. To form tl.ii enormous 
weight, it required a solid mas^ of pig iron 
cordeil up about 10 feet high and nearly 10 
feet atiuaro at the bhse. This tremendous 
weiglit was picked up and carried about the 
shop in two directions aa though it were 
notliing, being rained or lowered or the di- 
rection changed by a -■iuiiilo swing of the 
lever.s, rciiiuring Init a Utile skill in ii.aiiip- 
ulatioii. 

The crane is liuilt lo carry the 1 10 ton 
steel guns which are being buill at the navy 
y.ird, and there is no doulit that it will do 
the work. The girders, which are ill tlie 
iiiachine shop, are aixty-Lwo feet in length 
and high enough from the lloor to give a 
forty fi.ot hoi.st, liy a .«ysteni of lever.s. The 
."(Deed of the hoisting mnehiiio can be ad- 
justed to suit the weight of the h.-ad winch 
is to bfl carried. It w ill lift its greatest 
weight, 1 10 gross toni-, one foot per minute. 
'J'he whole machinery rolls along from one 
end of the building to the other. 

Its enormous si-.te, action and strength 
dwarf all other machines about it. An 
idea of its immense proportioua may be in- 
ferred from the fact lii.vt the in.iin pulley 
block or more bangle which bangs below it 
weighs five tons. The total weight of the 
crane, without the frame work or tr.ack 
upon which it runs to the square steel shaft 
which propels it, is 185 tons. Tho muchiiic 
has attracted the atteuiion of the mechan- 
ical engineers from all over the country, 

any of whom have taken long trips to see 
it iu operation. With iron frame work on 
■which it is supported the muchine has coat 
the governiueut 5100,000.

J Tho way in wliich the law.s aro adniinis- 
toruil in (ireat liiitaiii luuat win liie 
ndtiiiratioii nf all lovers (if jii.s;icc mikI 

fair-jilny lo whatovt't- iiulitiii tlioy may 
lioldiiy. Wo saw tho other tlay that an 
English judgu couiijulled an aristocratic 
husband to do justice to tlio plebeian wife 
whom ho sought to repudiate. Altliou;;h 
Ijord Dunlo was the sun of a peer uf the 
roiilni, and tho woman ho had married 
was nothing lugher than a coiicurt singer, 
whose j>ro-nui)tiftl rciiutation was not free 
friiin blain, still tho juili^L> compelled the 
yuiiiij; Ixril to hold to the contract which 
iic had undo. This is what it is usual to 
cull, with pardonable tautology, "even- 
liandod jii.stice." 

Ainilhcr inslanco of the inipariial way 
in which justicj is aduiinistorcd in tho 
old country is recorded in tiii! kto 
English papers. It is a case in which our 
contemporary, who approves of " ironical 
processions," will, no doubt, take a good 
deal of interest. These aie the facts : A 
■shoemaker named Andrews, an indusirf- 
ous man of good character, in some way 
offended the National Ihiion of Oporativo 
Boot and Siiou Ilivotcrs. Andrews was 
liot a r.^embor of that ori/aniza- 
tiyu. Tlio secrotar}' of tiio f'nion 
WOnfc to the manager of tho con- 
cura f,n' wllicll Andrew.^ wat. work- 
ing lUi''. C^'maiided liiK dismisaal, dc- 
nnuiicin^ liim as "-H «-al'," H<; thretUo'-,i;(] 
tljat (lU the T-'niyil 'men woulu leave the 
Works if Atulrowa was not di.schavged. He 
was diseharL'ed in consequence of this 
threat. Andrews then brought an action 
for slander against Judge, the socretarj' 
of the Union. It was proved at tho trial 
that Andrews ivas an honest, sober and 
industrious man, who had never 
" scabbed " lii.s work. This, tho man- 
ager said, he had told tho secretary of 
the Union. It docs not appear th.at the 
action of the Union in tlireateuiii;.,' to 
withdraw the union wm-kinen if Anilrew.s 
waK not d .smis.-icd was oon.sidereil by the 
court. The case was baaed on the in- 
jury done to tho man by denouncing him 
»sa"scab." This was the slander, An- 
drews obtiinod|a verdiou of £300, orSlSOO. 
This shows that it is not quite so harm- 
less an amusement as some people im- 
asrinc to denounce their fellow-workmen 
ji.s scab.s and blacklegs. These are titles 
which are very freely used by tho men 
wh<j form "ironical proceKsiousi " in or- 
der to "(shame" indiuitridus men who 
aro tryiiiy to earn their lavad and 
butter himestiy. These ()]>j)rol.inoiis 
words constitute the chief i)ait. 
<jf the irony used by tlio 
ironical processionists. They know well 
that the workmen dread the odium that 
is attached to them, and that some men 
would do almost anything,' rather than in- 
cur tho evil consciiuenccs that in .some 
]i!aces fillow the dennnciatiun of a man 
-•IK "a Kcal)" or a "blaehloj;" no matter 
liow v.'ortiiy or how unoUVndiii'^ a man ho 
may lie. This deeisiim (if an i-^ii^'lish 
ju(i,i;e will no d(nilit la; used as a preted- 
ent in other court.i in olhor places. Tlial 
the decision was a just one every impar- 
tial and unprejudiced man must see. No 
-fnan has a right to injure the character of 
his neighbor by applying to bim an in- 
jurious epithet, ono that is considered by 
his own cla3.s as disgraceful. The 
object of those who liuvo invented the 
teiin is to nuiko the scab or blackle:,' an 
outcast. If they att;iin that object 
tho ".scab" or "blacklcj^" nnist starve. 
No employer will be able to give him 
work, and no workman in good stundiiig 



will dare to work where he is employed. 

This fearful punishment is inflicted on 
a man, not bocauso ho has violated tho 
laws of ;tho hnrJ, or done anything that i.s 
regarded as immoral, but simply because 
ho refuses to submit to the rules, and to 
obey tho orders of the Union. Talk of 
tho severity of judicial piinisliments ! 
There is no punishnaont which is inilicted 
under the law which is anything like so 
severe or so hn^d tb bear as this. It is 
fortunate for tho workingmen that the 
or'^anizatioiis do not possess the power to 
cju ry it out in idl its stringency, and that 
there ia law in the laiul which protects 
him from tiie tyranny of irrusiioimiblo and 
self-constituted tribunals. 

THE CITY'S LIMITS. 

We Eomo time af,'o advueated the ex- 
tension (jf the city'.s limits to the full ex- 
tent jieniiitted by the law then in force. 
The time iiiipeavod to be jiropitious, and 
it was evident that wo expressed the vie . vs 
of (|uite a largo number of the inhatnt- 
.lilts of the city and auburbs,who believed 
that extension would be benelicial to all 
Cdneerned. Why tlie luovemeiit, which 
was then started with such a prospect of 
I snejc'ss, eaiiio to nnt,liin;_,' is a my.stery. 
i l?nt the causes which made the extension 
! of lliw city's limits then desirable are still 
in (iperatinii, and tliu reasons for the 
nieasure are tis strong now as ever they 
were. It has been found necessary in all 
parts of the Dominion, sooner tir later, to 
annex suburban villages.. Their existence 
as separate corponitiuns has been f. und 
lirejudicitd to their inhabitants, and to 
the inliabit.intu of the city of which they 
were a jiart in everything but llie mime. 

Objection is made to civic taxation, lim 
it is found that it is much more expensive 
to run a litllv one-hor.se corpmation from 
wliich very few advantages can be de- 
rived, thiin lo comeundertho jurisdiction 
of the larger and richer corporation, 
which can confer many tnoro bcnehts at a 
much lower rate. At the rate at which 
many outlying places' are growing, it can- 
not he long before they will need civic gov- 
ernment I'f some sort. Will it not be 
better I'ur tlieir inli ihitaiit.s to be at once 
incoriiorated with the city which can 
immediately give them all the advantages 
that the citizens of N'lctoria enjoy than to 
atniu'glo aloni; trying to govern them- 
selves in a poor and ineflicient way when 
it is certain that tho struggle' must end 
after years of worry and inconvenience in 
annexation. To that complexion they, 
must air come at lust. Any arrangomint 
that i.s made now, or will be made in the 
near futme, will be i\ mere makeshift. 
Let the people who live in tlie suburbs 
oiKpiire into tlie history of the villages 
near the large cities of tho Uoininion and 
they will see that it would have been 
better for nearly tho whole of those 
places if tbegU)<M|<l>BBn.annexed years 1 o- 
fora their'm'pofpora'ion ' was effected. 
The improvements that took place im- 
mediately after annexa'ion showed how 
much had been lost by the delay. 

Wo trust tlnvt the infiabitiiuts of the 
subiirbB will taka this matter into tlieir 
serious consideration ami not let tlie uL- 
joetions of obstructionists prevent their 
taking measures t(,i l.Kconie in fact aud 
deed liillitciis of Victoria: 

The City Collltcil should loBe no time 
in taking action ill this matter. It is for 
them, it apjiears, to take the initiative. 
If two-lliirds of th.at body aro in f:uor of 
an e.aeiiBioii of tlie city's limits they can, 
by a i)lebiscite on a small scale, liiid out 
whether a majority of the people con- 
cerned are favorable to annexation, and 
if they are, the extension can bo pro- 
ceeded with without any further de'ay. 
Tho agitation of the matter may do good 
and cannot do harm. 



POLITICS DEFINED. 

1 'r. McCiIynn, who has become a .socinl 
reformer, has the utmost contempt for 
the trading politician. Many of tip sr 
jio'itieiaiifi ll;itter him and woul 1 like lo 
u.-;e him to .SLi've their own surdiil and cel- 
lish ends. J!iit he sees tluijii;.;li them 
and has formed ii true estimate of them, 
morally and politically. Uo knows that 
politics should not be tho material on 
which the nwst ignorant and tho most 
mercenary men in the community trade. 
It is too preeioiis to be bought and k.jM 
and made to serve the base purposes of 
men who are, in every way, conloniptible. 
This is what Dr. Mc(!lynii Biiid to a Cali- 
fiirnian audience a few days ago on this 
^llbj(■et : 

'■ I'olities, like charity, is a word tliiit 
has lain too long in llu' mire. ()h, for a 
largo-headed tiiid nolrlc-he.arl ed imm to 
come and take piditics out of tho slougli 
and jiiit it iiiioii the eminent pedestal 
which rightly belongs to it. P(ditics monns 
something more than ke(;piiig a corner 
grocery, aud controlling llie folks that 
gilt her tliere- ni(>ro than go" ting one's 

If (deete 1 by " practical means" lo a 
wMitl olliee, to Congress, or oven to the 
1 iiited States tSunute — a great deal more 
than controlling primaries, or nominating 
conventions, or winning elections. Poli- 
tics in its freest and best sense means the 
noble art of st.alesmanship, tlie srienco 
and art of govcrnnieiit, a ncccssiiry jiart 
of true religion." 

This is all very true, but politics have 
fallen so low in many places, and with 
many peoplo, that to mention tlicui in 
the same connection as religion Bounds a 
little like blaspliomy. But it is not tlie 
[Kditics that are bad, for the management 
of the affairs of the c(numoiiweaItli re- 
({uires the exercise uf the best gifts of the 



greatest men, it is the way in which thoy 
aro abused by unworthy men tlial: i.s to ho 
doplm'cd and condemned. We have lately 
seen in this province the extremes to 
which men who ouglit to bo independent 
and respectablo will go to curry favor 
with the men'yvho ;hav.efv.yotes, at - their 
disposal. It .is. couduoli like this that 
causes right thinking men to have * Iw 
opinion of politics and politicians. 



A COMPAlitSOJH, 

There .are, wo observe, persons who 
soeiii to, thiiik that neglect of sanitary 
law has no projudiolal effect on tho pub- 
lic health. Siich persons have not studied 
tho subject, for if thoy liiul thoy would 
bo cunvincod that diseaso and an in- 
creased death rate follow the neglect of 
t'.iose preeautions which science has 
shown to be necessary lor the jiresiM'va- 
t'.on of the ji.ihlic health ii.s certainly as 
lire burns or water ilrowns. It is as cer- 
tain that polluted air and impure water 
are poisonous as that arseuic and opium, 
if taken in suHiciont quantities, will de- 
stroy life. The human constitution can 
bo made for a time to . withstand the 
etl'ect.s both ( f aiaenio and opium, and 
the snpeilieia! ob.-^erver may coine to llie 
couelusiou that tlieir use is harmless, but 
those wiio see deeper and lool; long 
(!n(iii','li, know that this is not tip; case. 
The poisons aro sure in the end to do 
their deadly work. 

Those who have lived in Montreal have' 
had a very favcrable opportunity of k(;o- 
iiig tho bad effects of the noii-observrinee 
of sanitary law and the good effect.s of 
not ti perfect, but a better observance of 
that law. The city is divide;l ruu';lily 
i ito an l'higlisli-s|ieakiug section .'Uid a 
I''re"cli-t.'aiiadian section. In tlie district 
in which the ICnglish-spoakins,' citizens re- 
side the l.a»s of health are pretty 'veil 
obs. rved. ,\'tentiin) is p.aid ti drainage; 
there are very few pits, and tilth i.s not 
allowed to accumulate. In the I'rencb- 
Crtliadilin section the people pay very 
little regard to sanitation, and what is 
done in order to preserve the public health 
is done pretty uuu li on compulsion. The 
eonseipienee is the death rate in the 
Kreneh-Canadiaii section ia much higlier 
than in the ICngli.sh-a[ie.'iking fieclion. 
The infant mortality among the I''reiie!i- 
Canadians is S'lnietliing most depho'able. 
Tiie dillereiieo as regards the public 
lie.iltli between the two districts was 
particulirly conspicuous while the small- 
pox epidemip was raging there a few 
years ago. "SVe are sure we are within 
the mark when wo say that three-fourths 
of the victims of that dreadful disease were 
French C.iiiadiaiis. This w.is at ributa- 
ble to two causes. They neglected vacci- 
nation and many of them lived in locali- 
ties tli.it werii badly drained, and the air 
of which'] wa.s ])olluted by fietid exlnd- 
alions fiom tho ground and from docoiu- 
jjosing matter on tho ground. It was in 
this quorter that the diseaso raged most 
violently, and it is tho sickness and doath 
of this quarter that makes the mortality 
of Montreal so very high. Tho dciith 
fito of Montreal as a whole was in J uly 
3.W I'n the thousand, In T?r?nt'J U iY!i" 
1.38. We have no means of verifying 
what wo aro gi ing to s-iy, but wo are 
(juito convinced that the niorttility in 
that section of Montreal inhabitod by 
English-speikiiig jieoplo was (piite a-s low 
if not lower than that of Toronto. 

A couiparisoii of tho rate? of mortality 
in the cities of the Dominion inhabited 
by Eiiglish-Hpcaking i)coi)lo and those of 
cities inhabited chiefly by French-Cjii- 
alians is instructive. Tho figures are for 
the month of .hily :

country and tho diutrict surrounding Vic- 
toriu. Tlie limited signs of farming on tlm 
Diitsklrls of Victoria, luid, however, nu- 
curred to him as moat remarkable, as ho had 
cxpL'cted that, ill view of the climatic advan- 
tai^i-s, agriculture anil cattlo raising wmi'il 
li.ivo boon nnicli mnrn nxtcnsive and ad- 
vunjed.

had noticed, too, the jiauc'ity of SI and S- 
bills, and the substitution fo;- iheui of Amcri 
can silver. I'rferiing to the Canadian 
banliing .system, he described it as 
far aheail of that of tlie L'niteil States, from 
wliich there was little, if any, to be learned 
by us. lie bad read that it was tho iiileu- 
tion to establish a University for liritish 
Coluuibia. It was to bo hoped, be intimat- 
ed, that its promoters would remember that 
such institutions were a work which re- 
quired time and largo (juontitios of money 
to build them up. IIo wished _ the move- 
nient every success; but was iuulincd, when 
he thought of tho matter, to recall the 
trials and the struggles through which the 
University of MuGill had been called to 
puss. It wilt be remembered that the 
family of which Mr. J. H. E. Molsoii is tho 
worthy bead have been among the most 
generous contributors to eduoatiounl and 
•diaritable objects in the province of Que- 
bec, and a word from him is very far removed 
from being that of a disinteroaleil tyro.
